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FERDINANDO PAOLIERI AND THE DISINTEGRATION 
NATURALISM 
Domenico Vittorini 
FERDINANDO PAOLIERI. Novelle Selvagge Novelle 
senz’ ali. Venere Agreste. Voci della terra. 
Milano. Fratelli Treves. 1918 1927. 

Italian Naturalism proclaimed the value actual reality 
worthy artistic treatment and Luigi Capuana, Giovanni 
Verga, Neera, Grazia Deledda studied man the social condi- 
tions that prevailed Italy after 1848. Realism, understood 
first photographic rendering life, deepened later into 
psychological analysis the soul man, while spiritual pro- 
blems and new synthesis loomed the rising tide modern life. 
The world instinct and the primitive forces life were ever 
present, but they were lifted the great masters into sphere 
new spiritual values. 

the last decade the past century, however, 
appeared that resumed the treatment instinct imagining 
purely sensation and divesting any spiritual value. 
Art became solely aesthetic activity that did not aim trans- 
forming interpreting instinct, but, rather, glorifying it. 
That movement, from D’Annunzio who was its most illustrious 
exponent, took the name 

Ferdinando Paolieri still moves within the narrow walls 
this cultural citadel and still follows the wake D’Annun- 
zio’s artistry. His literary production is, consequently, art 
yesterday and sharp contrast with the production to- 
day, that following entirely new directions. Paolieri has the 
passion the primitive. feels contempt for the world 
to-day, and, consequently, projects himself into the country 
life that imagines very wild and primitive. The country that 
describes the Tuscan Marshes, woody and untouched 
region that used breed marvelous race men. few 
these men, “superb and ferocious remains races that are dis- 
appearing,” still exist; meets them while hunting Tuscany 
and listens their tales which transforms into short sto- 
ries and novels. This longing towards primitive world the 
nucleus Paolieri’s art. What gives the full measure his 
achievement, however, the analysis what has produced 
using this primitive world the raw material his art. 
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The men that meet Paolieri’s stories are studied more 
painter than novelist. have all the details their 
exterior, the graphic description their faces and bodies, but 
very little said about the inner life, necessarily limited, 
these elementary beings. Astuzia, one the characters short 
story, Selvagge,” thus described: “He had ugly 
face all furrowed with wrinkles crossing each other every di- 
rection, sparkling eyes under grey, long and bristling brow, 
like that satyr; neck flaming red, and enormous 
hands intertwined with bluish veins big ropes with knot 
the story very short. had com- 
mitted murder when very young and, now, one wanted 
hire him and give him work, was poacher. Poachers and 
brigands appear the other short stories. They live wild 
game, fighting continuously against the inclement elements and 
trying avoid the law. Such life must lack interest for 
highly civilized being like Paolieri, because has failed give 
new epic these primitive men. 

his inability deepen into the soul his characters, 
Paolieri has complicated their exterior. novelist discovers 
the drama life, even primitive life, but Paolieri has given 
only beautful etchings carefully drawn silhouettes pre- 
senting individuals suspended between rudimentary human- 
ity and the beast. Thus etches poacher: “Thick-set, great 
leonine head with grayish hair over thick neck, his chest always 
uncovered, his round, dark arms terminated 
hands, bow-legged, with wide feet, truly had the appearance

are unceremoniously told another. “Lo Sposalizio 
Fiamma,” witness wedding banquet the Marshes. “Those 
men, hairy and fierce, clad buffalo-skin and covered with 
sheep-skin, those women with olive-brown complexions and wide, 
feverish eyes, and above all, (Moro, the bridegroom) and 
she (Fiamma, the bride), superb and fierce remains races 
that disappear, produced unforgettable impression.”

The deeds these men are naturally primitive: they kill for 
love, they shun society, they defy the forces man and nature.

peak, “stopped, allowing the gusts wind envelop him 
almost with voluptuousness.” One these men pressed his 
knees hard the horse that was riding that the animal 
could not breathe. 

Nature, too, partakes these exaggerations. Thus forest 
appears the author’s fancy: “Simultaneously, the young oak- 
trees began shake fearful way, agitating their leaves, 
cracking, and writhing like group The wind 
receives mythological treatment being termed “the King 
the air that gathers the forest the Marshes its legen- 
dary winged offsprings from the distant mountains where they 
and vie with the thunderbolts swiftness.” touch ro- 
coco style finishes the picture depicting the wind with “swol- 
len face” the act blowing. 

Such the atmosphere “Novelle Selvagge” and “Novelle 
Incredibili.” later book, resuming themes that 
appeared previous short stories, Paolieri describes the exag- 
gerated primitive life the Island Giglio the beginning 
the nineteenth century. witness the same violent and bloody 
passions the story Fiamma, the daughter venerable car- 
penter and alderman the island, and pirate. Naturally they 
must all possess super-human strength and gigantic bodies and 
their spell death and horror. They all belong speci- 
mens lost races, which were not lost, after all, find 
many remains the Marshes to-day. 

The same conception permeates Paolieri’s last novel, 
senz’ ali,” which deals with modern times. Here meet Au- 
gusta, duchess Voltri and sculptor, Fiorentino, who under 
modern wrappings carry soul violent and primitive those 
Fiamma and Ali fuggiaschi.” Love wingless—so the 
theme rings through the novel—because the hero 
are tied fate two beings with sickly bodies. Love can only 
complete when two super-beings are united. 
tally, the art Paolieri remains the same “Novelle Sel- 
vagge” and his later production. Fiorentino shares with the 
men the Marshes more than one trait. “His square shoulders, 
his bull-like neck, his movements rhythmic and the same time 
elastic, certain sudden instinctive outbursts that made him ap- 
pear like giant, were certain signs that under his faultless 
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evening clothes was hidden the body athlete.” Augusta 
too, remains the primitive woman, lustful and tempting. These 
are old motives and old treatments, and Paolieri has forgotten 
that the artists to-day have seen beyond the body both the 
poacher and the man to-day evening clothes otherwise. 

The sentiment the primitive old theme Italian 
letters. appeared the pastoral eclogue and afforded the 
enly living nucleus Sannazzaro’s “Arcadia,” the fifteenth 
century. has since appeared times extreme refinement, 
which has received purely aesthetic treatment, from the lyric 
poets from the eighteenth century down Carducci and D’An- 
Artificiality such case was and determined the 
fact that the neo-classics every age and every country were 
not able feel the primitive modern way. This theme has been 
quite differently treated Verga Malavoglia” and Fucini 
his short stories based precisely Tuscan life. The former felt 
the presence human pathos the life the humble peasants 
Sicily Fucini felt the country folks Tuscany, without 
imagining them like satyrs like giants. feeling them 
Paolieri arrives the grotesque, and grotesque are most 
his figures. 

This severe criticism Paolieri’s works does not mean that 
there are beautiful pages his books. has deep love 
for his art and polishes his form with extreme care, but 
lacks deep and human spring inspiration. has not yet 
found his modernity.

This large and lavish book pure aesthetic joy from the 
first the last page. Paper, type and print, the high quality and 
technical perfection its 245 beautiful reproductions, every de- 
tail the exterior the book such should make bibli- 
treasure for any library. And that all the more 
deals with book engraving and book ornamentation. 

The art engraving began the 15th century, but devel- 
oped very high artistic degree the sixteenth century when 
the illustrated book became the art instructor par excellence 
France. Besides many popular editions whose illustrations 
were more less left inexperienced artisans there were 
many others most beautifully illustrated artists great 
ability, imagination and craftsmanship. account these il- 
lustrations those sixteenth century books are today very much 
sought after, since practically each page represents work art. 

The technique was that engraving. The mediums were 
mostly copper and wood. 

was the intimate contact with Italy and the art the 
Renaissance which the beginning the 16th century developed 
veritable vogue for art France; taste not only for the 
art the great masters, but also for the decorative arts. 

Francis the First erected the castle Fontainebleau and 
artists like Rosso and Primatice painted the murals, surrounded 
with border ornamentations. From here the taste for decoration 
spread. Architects, goldsmiths, artists commissioned with any 
form decoration adopted it, generalised and modified ac- 
cording the French spirit. 

The author comes the conclusion that under the reign 
Francis the First decorative art France was developed 
not created. 

After this introduction the text divided into chapters: 
Book” and “The Ornamentation.” 

tradition Flemish and German origin was maintained 
for long time the French printers: The Gothic character. Not 
until 1525 was the Roman character adopted Geoffroy 
Tory, who created not only artistic evolution but who stimu- 
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lated nation-wide movement the domain highly artistic 
printing, engraving and book ornamentation. Due his effort 
and example the French book the sixteenth century reached its 
highest perfection. 

From the middle the sixteenth century on, wood engrav- 
ing takes almost entirely the place copper engraving. the 
hands artists who combine great talent with love good 
craftmanship the technique develops extraordinary degree. 
series small vignettes, not larger than two inches one 
and half inches, the whole Apocalypse represented. Each 
engraving might the reduction large painting, perfect 
the design, grand the conception the master who 
spite the simplicity his means and small space succeeds 
subordinating the details the whole and creating the most 
astonishing effects depth and perspective. 

With the end the sixteenth century the decadence 
book illustration sets in. The design becomes less perfect, the 
engravers seem lose the respect for their art. 

The text followed detailed technical explanations 
each reproduced engraving and biographical notes about the 
artists. 

The whole work, comprising pages text and large 
plates masterful reproductions, invaluable source in- 
formation for the book lover well for the collector en- 
gravings and the art historian.

respective authors, two books Victor Hugo’s youth have si- 
multaneously appeared France. But the two books differ con- 
siderably approach and manner, although both the main 
interest identical. They both aim present the greatest French 
poet his century and perhaps all times good light 
possible. 

considerable number biographical and critical studies 
Victor Hugo have recently appeared, both France and 
countries, the occasion the centenary the publi- 
cation his which contains, its famous “Pré- 
face” the manifesto the Romantic movement. will but re- 
fer the excellent work Victor Hugo Paul Berret, long 
known Victor Hugo student. 

The authors the books under consideration are the first 
subject the formative period Victor Hugo special and 
critical treatment. The “Victor Hugo raconté par témoin 
vie,” although without doubt the most precious document 
the subject, can only used with great caution. This work, 
written Mme. Victor Hugo under the eyes the poet and 
perhaps even under his dictation, contains much that has later 
proved misstatement facts. Nor can much credence 
put the biography Victor Hugo Edmond Biré, who often 
permitted his prejudices against the great poet color the 
facts. This excellent critic could not bear that any one, not even 
Victor Hugo, should hold views the matter religion and 
politics different from his own. Gustave Simon’s interesting 
book Victor Hugo” (1904) does not beyond the 
poet’s childhood. The authors the two books under review 
have thus accomplished well-needed task. 

MM. Breton and Benoit-Lévy not cover their books 
the same ground. Although they have common starting-point, 
they not come common stop. Benoit-Lévy does not 
the year 1821 whereas Breton extends the period 
Victor Hugo’s youth 1827. perhaps unnecessary 
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point out the fact that seven years make great difference the 
life Victor Hugo. The second the two authors just men- 
tioned leads Victor Hugo the threshold his glory and 
leaves him before has achieved immortality with his great 
works. 


Nevertheless Benoit-Lévy’s volume the bulkier the 
two. The fact the matter that his profounder study. 
Benoit-Lévy has produced critical work, while 
book rather hagiographical. Benoit-Lévy, retired Paris 
barrister, who published last year very important book the 
relations between Sainte-Beuve and Mme. Victor Hugo, betrays 
his work the legal mind. does not pass the most insignificant 
event the early life Victor Hugo without submitting 
critical examination. weighs the balance and judges the 
slightest occurence and utterance recorded the childhood and 
adolescence the great poet. 

The aim Breton writing his book Victor Hugo 
was different. wished interpret the process the forma- 
tion the great poet’s genius the masses and, for this reason, 
produced book that has popular appeal. will remem- 
bered that Breton the occupant the Victor Hugo 
Chair recently established the University Paris. 
thus the official interpreter the great French poet the 
world. but natural then that should try present his 
hero angel from heaven. Now and then finds some- 
what difficult explain certain unethical acts the part 
the young Victor Hugo, such the “Amy Robsart” 
What cannot explain excuse, refuses believe. Such 
his attitude regard certain references the poems 
Victor Hugo’s old age the escapades his youth. But must 
admitted that the good far outweighs the bad the youth 
Victor Hugo, and the impression gained reading either these 
two books that singularly charming and “promising” 
young man who had consecrated his life the career letters.

The writings Daniel Mornet, professor French litera- 
ture the Sorbonne, are always excellent matter excellently 
presented, and not the least interesting feature his work 
his constant effort handle his material with plan and ar- 
rangement which make usable. Two years ago gave 
“Histoire littérature francaise” which veritable two-in- 
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one: first, clear and rapid survey the whole harmonious 
field French literature, with all confusing incidents omitted; 
and second, detailed study the greatest masterpieces the 
literature; all the compass one neat volume, which, true, 
might just well have been two volumes, since the two parts 
have nothing common but the preface, not even common 
index. 

Now offers what asserts, probably with justice, 
the only existing “tableau complet impartial” contem- 
porary French literature. phrase Lessing’s, hitherto 
the complete surveys have not been impartial, and the impartial 
ones have not been complete. The special feature the book is, 
again, its duality. The first part treats the new movements 
which have appeared since 1870—naturalism, scientific psychol- 
ogy, skepticism, symbolism, foreign influences, the investigation 
the subconscious, etc. The second part looks into the forms 
thought and art which have persisted from the past—humanism, 
romanticism, writing which attempts only amuse, the cult 
reason, and the rest. Each part consists half dozen chapters, 
divided according the type thought pervading and deter- 
mining group writings which may include all the genres 
(Says René Lalou, volume which covers almost exactly the 
ground this one, but very differently: “Philosophy not dis- 
tinct from literature”); that discussion examples any 
given genre are scattered all through the book. They can, how- 
ever, easily brought together with the aid special “genre” 
index; Professor Mornet spares pains make his information 
available from every angle. 

The author’s impartiality unquestioned, but grows little 
monotonous its suavity and almost constant complete par- 
tial approval. The characterization those writers who are 
prominently presented often admirable its 
cision (What phrase ever described Anatole France well 
this one: faut vivre The short notes the 
second raters are less well-done; many them are colorless, 
vague, and almost careless.

study, recognition the various values the word Satan, but 
that recognition has not furnished the clue treatment the 
material that would have given plan, and method and unity 
work. 

spite these rather serious shortcomings the student 
Hugo the romantic movement will consult Dr. Rudwin’s 
study with interest and profit, and appreciate the great industry 
with which has ransacked the formidable total 
works bring together this rich material, and the wide acquain- 
tance with the supernatural literature and the literature the 
supernatural which has drawn upon discussing sources and 
influences.

Its chief fault lies the 
distribution emphasis. whole volume devoted Ger- 
niany, and another the rest Europe. Two volumes Eu- 
rope and only one the rest the world not especially desir- 
able any but Europeans. 

Volume three, comprising 766 well filled pages, includes 
within its covers regional surveys Asia, Africa, Australia and 
Oceania, America, the Polar regions, and the oceans. Contribu-
